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Allotment and Larder -. 


While the prospect of an acute shortage 
of fuel calls for an immediate concentra- 
tion of effort on the cooking and distribu- 
tion of food, there are other, not less 


may not be neglected. Before the hare 
can be cooked it must be caught. 
Vegetables must be grown before they 
reach the family larder. On the quantity 
and quality—to say nothing of the cost— 
of such supplies depend the vitamins 
without which the wage-earner and his 
family are powerless to resist the inroads 
of low vitality and disease. If to the 
production of food for the body it is 
possible to add fresh services from which 
to derive’ new supplies of mental and 
moral health, a long step would be taken 
to lay the foundations of a new civic and 
social order. Are these conceptions of 
possibilities merely dreams and visions? 
We believe not. If any of our readers has 
yet to be convinced of their practicability, 
we invite him to study the City Manager's 
account of Dublin’s allotment movement 
as it is related by a correspondent on 
another page. What is that story? Eight 
thousand citizens have found refreshment 
for their bodies and minds, and have 
produced £80,000 worth of fresh food for 
their dependents, in the cultivation of 
suburban plots. Nearly 4,000 unemployed 
men likewise escaped from the worst 
evils of idleness and from the nightmares 
of completely empty family larders. 
Thousands of citizens braced themselves 
to face the discomforts and hardships of 
long walks or cycle journeys and the 
rigours of outdoor work in all kinds of 
weather. Thousands of families have been 
charms and mysteries, and face the coming 
winter in the happy consciousness that the 
greengrocer’s bill will not make impossible 
demands on the family exchequer. It is, 
assuredly, a record of quiet achievements 
on which the the City 
Manager and his assistants, the Allot- 
ment Holders’ Association and others, who 
strove to extend the movement, deserve to 
be congratulated. 

Can these health-giving activities be 
maintained and extended? Will the 
history of twenty years ago—when the 
passing of war emergencies, and the 
Corporation’s demand for allotment areas 
as housing sites, led to a virtual collapse 
of allotment activities—be repeated? 
Fortunately, there are good reasons to 
think otherwise. Before ever the war 
began, the allotment movement had 
derived new life from a series of enact- 
ments which gave the Corporation powers 
to acquire land and to assist unemployed 
men with its cultivation. Consequently, 
the 300 plotholders of 1924 rose to 1,300 in 
1939, and to 3,400 during the following 
season. From such records there springs 
the hope that, apart from all other 
developments, the allotment will prove to 
be an increasingly successful means to 
counter unemployment in the coming days 
of storm and stress. That, however, is 
but one aspect of hopes and possibilities. 
On its inherent merits, and apart from 
its employment values, the movement 
opens up new visions of city and suburban 
life. Bearing directly, and, as we believe, 
with irresistible force, on vital choices 
between the block tenement and the 
cottage-and-cabbage-patch, the movement 
may go far to determine the whole 
framework of the Greater Dublin that is 
to be. Already we are compelled to face 
the fact that distances between the wage- 
earner’s home and allotment impose 
intolerable losses of time and energy. 
While such obstacles may be surmounted 
under the immediate pressure of emergency 
needs, it would be vain to hope that 
workers will continue to face so many 
neediess strains when normal conditions 
are restored. We say that such strains 
and difficulties are needless. Why? For 
the simple reason that, while the cabbage 
paich cannot be brought near to the wage- 
earners present domicile, there is no 
earthly reason why his new home should 
be a mile or more away from his allot- 
ment and tool-shed. For every reason the 
severance of rooftree from garden and 
allotment no longer may be tolerated. 

Are such hopes of a greater, healthier 
and more beautiful Dublin mere visions 
and counsels of perfection? Are there not 
insuperable difficulties to be overcome 
before the worker and his family can be 
set free to enjoy the economic and social 
benefits of cottage and: the flower and 
vegetable patch? Difficulties, and for- 
midable difficulties, there undoubtedly 
are; but to treat them as unsurmountable 
would be nothing less than to harbour 
counsels of despair. Rather than continue 
to lavish outlays on the building of piles 
of human warehouses, would it not be 
infinitely better that ‘‘ extravagance ’”’ 
should take the form of providing cheap—- 
if need be, free—transport between the 
worker's factory and his cottage and 
garden? Heavy as such outlays might be, 
‘they would be, in fact, less than the 
mounting costs of subsidising the rents of 
block tenements. What stands to the 
credit. side of the account? What may 
one think of that £80,000 worth of food, 
and of ite immeasurably more precious 
-concomitants of new physical, mental and 
spiritual reserves of health derived from 
contacts with nature? It may be im- 
possible to measure such “ imponderables ”’ 
in terms of cash values; but who can 
question their reality? Contemplating 
these things, our correspondent “ Civis ” 
left the City Manager's office with crowd- 
ing thoughts of the allotment and the 
cottage, the ‘bus and the community 
kitchen, as elements now in the crucible 
from which some new order of civic life 
seems destined to emerge: Old bottles 
cannot be safe receptacles for such new 
and stimulating wine.

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Marshal Petain’s Appeal 


All friends of France—and who is not 
a friend of that;great people /—will grieve 
at the condition of affairs that gave rise 


to Marshal :Pétain’s moving broadcast 
yesterday.

| rently, there has been growing evidence of 
| popular resentment against the German 


particularly marked in Paris, where acts 
of violence have been increasing—so much 
so, indeed, that General von Stulpnagel, 
the German Military Governor, decided 
last week to impose a strict ‘‘ curfew” 
order in order to save the lives of his 
men. It seems that several German 
soldiers have been done to death. Accore- 
ing to German reports; assassins have Jain 
in wait in certain stations of the 
“ Metro,” thé Paris underground railway, 
and have murdered unsuspecting Germans 
in cold blood. There also have been 
numerous instances of brutal beatings, as 
well as acts of sabotage against the occupy- 
ing authorities. Since September 15th, 
it appears, no fewer than thirty-two 
French hostages have been executed by 
the Germans as a reprisal for these attacks 
upon the German soldiery. General von 
Stulpnagel has announced that he will 
spare no pains to save the lives of the 
men under his command, and, since he 
holds numerous hostages in his power, 
there is no doubt that he is in a position 
to carry out his threat. In these circum- 
stances, Marshal Pétain’ has broadcast an 
appeal to the inhabitants of occupied 
France, asking them to ‘‘end their 
resistance ” to the Germans, in order that 
their compatriots may be saved from 
‘‘ reprisals and penalties.’’ ‘‘ With great 
emotion, and in all sincerity,’’ he said, he 
was appealing to the French people to 
refrain from all attacks on the Army of 
Occupation. These attacks, he declared, 
were criminal. ‘They were being carried 
out against isolated members of the 
German forces, and, if they should 
continue, despite all his efforts, that must 
lead only to increased suffering for 
innocent French citizens. Marshal Pétain 
announced that the French Government 
formally reproved such attacks, and would 
try to discover the culprits by every 
means at its disposal. In present circum- 
stances, he said, the primary duty of all 
Frenchmen was to safeguard the condi- 
tions of French unity, first among which 
the maintenance of civic order. 
Marshal Pétain and his colleagues are in 
an exceedingly awkward position. They 
have two main cbjects in view. One is to 
prevent. the occupation of unoccupied 
France by the victorious Germans, and 
the other to make things as easy as 
possible for those whose lot has been 
thrown in the occupied  ferritories. 
History affords no real parallel to the 
position that is held by Marshal Pétain 
at present. He is an old man, but a great 
Frenchman; and it is quite certain that 
his whole policy, which has been mis- 
represented sadly in Great Britain and 
the United States, is dictated by dire 
necessity, and is directed, in the first 
instance, to the improvement of the French 
people s fate. Acts of violence and of 
sabotage are inevitable in times of foreign 
occupation; bnt they rarely, if ever, do 
any good. The Germans, not unnaturally, 
are determined to protect the lives of 
their men, and, however heroic individuals 
may be, their attacks on German soldiers 


was 


can lead only to ruthless reprisals. 
Marshal Pétain’s pathetic broadcast, 
therefore, cannot but command the 


sympathy of all those who wish France 
well. ‘‘It is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks,’’ said the Voice to 
Saul of Tarsus. Violence only can beget 
counter-violence; and Marshal Pétain is 
quite right when he warns his people that 
attacks on individual German soldiers are 
calculated to worsen, rather than to im- 
prove, the lot of their tortured country. 


Frankness, Inc. 


Frankness is a virtue which most people 
pretend to admire, but few people really 
appreciate, especially when it is applied 
to their own failings. In everyday life, 
as a rule, frankness is sacrificed to polite 
ness, and even professional critics, who 
are paid to be frank, will, on occasion, 
ignore the truth for the sake of a friend 
or a neat phrase. Nevertheless, a recent 
message from America shows that frank- 
ness must have some market value; for 
we read that a woman in New York has 
opened a bureau where one can buy a 
frank opinion of one’s shortcomings. She 
her business “ Frank Criticism, 
Inc.,” and her adopted slogan, according 
to a writer in the Manchester Guardian, 
is “ The Truth—Even If It Hurts.’’ On 
payment of a purely nominal fee of five 
dollars—or what in this country probably 
would be counted as a guinea—this enter- 
prising business woman will tell her 
clients precisely what she thinks of them, 
without mincing words. Her criticism 
spares no detail of face, figure, costume 
or manner, and she does not hesitate to 
refer, in sarcastic vein, to imperfections 
of speech or nervous mannerisms. She is 
not, so far as we know, especially fitted 
to criticise her fellow-creatures, nor has 
she any plans for curing her clients by 
psycho-analytical methods; she merely 
criticises them for the pleasure that it 
affords her, and, no doubt, for the fee 
that she earns in such a way. One would 
not imagine that such a form of amuse 
ment would hold any great attraction for 
the public, especially at so high a price; 
but it seems that her business is thriving, 
and a curious feature of it is the fact 
that the great majority of her clients are 
men. Her clients, no doubt, attend, for 
the most part, out of idle curiosity, 
anxious to learn how they appear to a 
stranger ; but one would expect women to 
be more prone to such a type of curiosity 
than men. It is a strange reflection that 
the American business man, with hundreds 
of acquaintances who would be only too 
pleased to tell him his shortcomings, if it 
were not for extenuating circumstances, 
must go to a total] stranger and pay five 
dollars to learn the “truth.”

OLD DUBLIN: SOCIETY 


Members of the Old Dublin Society on 
Saturday visited the Royal 
Physicians, Kildare street. They were re- 
ceived by Dr. T. Percy C. Kirkpatrick, Fellow 
and Registrar, who showed them specimens 
of eld printing, dating ip some cases as far 
back as the late fifteenth century, and the 
signatures of all the doctors who 
through the yey since the incorporation 
by charter of the King and Queen’s College 
of Physicians in 1602. The College of 
Physicians, Dr, Kirkpatrick explained in his 
talk to the members of the Society, was 
founded in 1654 by Henry Cromwell, son of 
Oliver Cromwell, and received its first charter 
in 1667, the year one Jonathan Swift was 
born in Hoey s Court. The College—which 
was at one time part of the Kildare Street 
Club—was destroyed by fire in 1860. The 
foundation stone of the present building was 
laid on July 7th, 1862, by the then Lord 
Lieutenant, the Earl of Carlisle, K.G., in the 
presence of Dr. Dominic J. Corrigan, who 
was at that time President of the College. 

In thanking Dr. Kirkpatrick and the 
authorities of the College for their courtesy, 
Alderman T. Kelly, T.D., said that Dublin 
was famous for its doctors, and he would 
like to pa 
their devotion to the poor.

UITE a number of National Liberals 
are disappointed because there was 

no move during the meetings. of 
National Liberal Council during the week 
towards reunion with other Liberal 
sections. In Scotland, it is said, there is 
a movement on foot to bring under the 
banner all Liberals with a view to stand- 
ing solidly behind Mr. Churchill. It is 
unlikely that the promoters will be com- 
pletely successful, as personal dislikes 
and predelictions seem to play a greater 
part in Liberal activities than real 
litica. The attendances at the recent 
Jouncil meetings were much smaller than 
had been expected, possibly an indication 

of lack of interest in the proceedings. 


Farm Wages 


Mr. Hudson, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, has agreed to receive a deputa- 
tion of British farmers, who will place 
before him details of the agricultural 
position in this country. Among other 
questions are minimum wage rates, prices 
of produce, and the calling up of men 
from the farms for the Army. In twenty- 
nine counties wages have been increased, 
since the Central Wages Board declined 
to raise the national minimum from forty- 
eight to sixty shillings, but the increases 
were granted in some cases under the 
impression that farmers were to ae 
higher prices for their produce. ith 
regard to to the Labour question, farmers 
are hoping that they will be able to retain 
some of the men due to be called up for 
service until the end of the harvest season, 
particularly as the lifting of potatoes and 
root crops before the weather breaks 
will necessitate the employment of men 
used to the work. 


Daylight Saving 


People in London regard with favour 
the continuance of daylight saving, and 
the fact that there will not he the usual 
change this autumn. It will add an hour 
of daylight to the period when workers 
are flocking home before the time when a 
raid may materialise, and this is a very 
greac help to thousands. Nobody minds 
moving about in the dark in the early 
morning with daylight at hand, though it 
may be inconvenient and uncomfortable. 
Everybody has enjoyed the double summer 
time this vear with daylight lasting‘to a 
very late hour, and it is hoped that there 
will be a similar state of things next 
summer. 


Small Men Go 


One of the saddest results of the war is 
the continued closing’ down of small 
businesses, and this is likely to be 
hastened by the Government decision that

is caused by the purchase tax, which, 
up to the present, has meant registration 
of a business with a turnover of two 
thousand per annum. Many smal] shop- 
keepers are g tradesmen,! but it seenis 
that they are poor bookkeepers, and they 
are already overwhe with forms, which 
they must attend themselves or pay 
somebody else to fill. It is feared that 
many a small man may deéide that the 
game is not worth the candle and seek 
another method of earning 4 living. 


Factory Meals 


Communal feeding centres at factories 
engaged upon war-work ner solve the 
problem of enabling war workers to have 
more food than those ae upon lichter 
jobs. There is general approval] of the 
idea that men doing the heaviest work 
should have the largest meals, but the 
rationing system would not permit this 
without a considerable amount of comp|i- 
cation by the issue of special ration hooks, 
A way out of the problem is for each 
factory to have its own kitchen, which 
would be entitled to receive additiona! 
quantities of meat and cheese to be served 
to the workers engaged upon heavy tasks. 
This system will not interfere with the 
general. system of rationing, and the food 
obtained at the factory will be additional 
to that consumed in the home and 
obtained by means of the ordinary ration 
coupons It is such a practiéal plan that 
it is likely to be adopted on a large scale 
without delay 


Irish Meat : 


The increase in the number of live cattle 
shipped from Ireland to Britain from 
4,200 to 6,000 a week will prove beneficial 
to both countries, and it is possible that 


the number may be further increased in. 


the near future, though it may be some 
time before the normal number. placed by 
Mr. J. B. Ganly at some 15, a week, 
can be reached. All the cattle are to be 
ready for slaughter, and it looks like 
being a long time before the expurt of 
Irish stores can be resumed. British 
farmers miss the stores, which were such 
a prominent feature in the ‘dealings af 
many of the regular markets here, but 
they have had to alter their farmin 
methods, and lack of grazing lands wil 
necessitate a restriction on the import of 
Irish cattle to be fattendd here. This year 
some two million acres of grass lands have 
been ploughed. and the plans of the 
Ministry of Agriculture provide for 
another two million acres to be brought 
under the plough for next season. This 
process is sure to be continued as the war 
goes on, and, if meat exports from Eire 
are to be maintained, they must be in the 
form of fat cattle, cooked meat, or tinned 
meat, the market for which in this 
country is capable of vast development.

NAVICERTS FOR 
IMPORTS INTO EIRE 


Under the procedure at present in force 
fhe application for a navicert for goods 
intended to be shipped from certain overseas 
countries to Eire has to be made by the 
supclier or exporter in the overseas country. 

As from the 29th September, 1941. the 
application for a navicert will have to be 
made by the buyer or the importer in Eire. 
The application must be made in duplicate 


and ressed to the United Kingdom Trade 
Commissioner, 69 -Merrion. Square, Dublin, 
C.17, on a form, of which copies are 


obtainable from him. No application will 
be considered unless it is accompanied by 
evidence to show that arrangements have 
heen made for shipment within a reasonable 
time im respect of the consignment which 
tt is proposed to import. In those cases 
where shipping space has been allocated by 
the Department of Supplies, the Allocation 
Notico issued by that Department will be 
accepted as evidence, and must be attached 
to the application for a navicert. 

If the application is approved, the navicert 
will be issued direct by the appropriate 
Hritish consular authority to the overseas 
fuppier or exporter, who will be required to 
pay the prescribed fee.

EIRE FACES HARD 
WINTER 


MR. MacENTEE ON 
“ UNALTERABLE FACTS” 


Old I.R.A., LD.F., L.S.F., Red 
Cross units, the Lusk pipers and the 
Skerries brass and reed band marched

At the cemetery Mr. Sean MacEntee, 
Minister for Local Government, de- 
livered an address, in the course of 
which he said :— 

“The coming winter is going to be 
a hard time for many people in our 
island. There is no power which a 
free Government in this blockaded 
land can command that will be able 


wholly to relieve vee“ one of the 
pores hardships. hey will arise 
ecause materials which it is not 


within our capacity to produce, or to 
find gubstitutes for, will be running 
short. The Government has done its 
best, not merely since the war broke 
out, but for many years before, to 
make this country as eelf-sufficient as 
posstble in the many things which are 
not in natural supply here. But, 
though its enemies would try to make 
the people believe otherwise, there are 
limitations even to the power of the 
Government. Cement cannot be made 
without coal, iron without ore, nor 
glass without oil; nor can they be pro- 

uced without the specialised plant 
and machinery now unprocurable. 
These are the unalterable facts of our 
situation, and it ie better that we 
should face them and mould our 

licies in accordance with them than 
hat we should by wishful imaginings 
delude ourselves into believing other- 
wise. 

“If there may be difficulties with 
regard to fuel, we at least, thanks to 
the public-spirited efforts of our 
farmers and to the wise foresight of 
our Government, shall have wheat and 
bread enough, and our people will be 
able to sleep at nightse—which is, per- 
haps, more than could be said if 
those who criticise eo freely were to- 
weg, thonna in power.”’

64 ES,” said Mr. Hernon, “we 
feel that our efforts to extend 
the allotment movement have 

not been wasted, and I am glad to 
have the opportunity to express my 
appreciation of the hard work done by 
my assistant, Mr. J, J. Rowe, and his 
staff. Working early and late they 
surmounted difficulties that sometimes 
seemed to be insuperable. With the 
ready support of the Local Government 
Department and the Department of 
Agriculture, and the co-operation of 
the Irish Allotment Holders’ Associa- 
tion and some Parish’ Councils, we 
have managed to reach a new record 
in the city’s supplies of food from plot- 
holders’ efforts.’ 

Recalling the high-water mark of 
allotment activities which was reached 
during and following the Great War, 
when Lord Mayor Sherlock and Alder- 
man Alfred Byrne led the car-paign, 
the writer asked Mr. Hernon for some 
comparison with this year’s record. 
Yes, here are the figures so far as they 
are available on the Corporation’s files: 


Plots 
Year. Cultivated. 
1917-18 . F- ... 2,800 
1923-24 300 
1938-39 1,345 
1939-40 3,452 
1940-41 6,820 


These totals, the City Manager 
pointed out, are exclusive of schemes 
organised by private parties and volun- 
tary organisations who acted indepen- 
dently of the Corporation. Taking 
those into account Dublin’s total of 
allotments is not less than 8,000 culti- 
vated this year. 


CAUSE OF INCREASE 


Why had the decline been so sharp 
between 1918 and 1924? Mainly 
because plotholders’ sites were re- 
quired for housing schemes. Why the 
rapid increase by 1939? Chiefly legis- 
lation that recognised the value of 
allotments as means to counter evils 
of unemployment. Of the 1,345 plot- 
holders registered in 1930 566 were 
worked by unemployed men. whose 
rents were nominal, and who—through 
the Department of Agriculture—were 
presented with free supplies of seeds, 
implements and other necessaries. The 
Corporation recovered rent deficiencies 
from the Government. Last year the 
number of unemployed holders in- 
creased to 1,314, and this year the 
total reached 3,820. 

Had Mr. Hernon made any estimate 
of the money value of the produce of 
this year’s 8,000 allotments? Yes— 
the Department of Agriculture placed 
the yield at £10 to £15 worth for each 
roperly cultivated tenth-acre plot. 

aking the lower of these figures, the 
market value of produce can be taken 
at not less than £80,000, of which 
nearly half was due to the work oi 
unemployed men. 

Where were the plote situated’? How 
far did they lie from allotment holders’ 
homes? The City Manager's reply 
was to produce a coloured map which 
told a tale at once encouraging and 
disturbing. Despite all efforts to find 
land within easy distance from the 
city centre, the Corporation had been 
compelled to go far afield for the 


necessary ground. A few  com- 
paratively small epaces had been 
found within 2 to 24 miles from 
O'Connell Bridge, but the great 


majority of plots lay from 24 to 3 
miles distant from crowded tenement 
areas.

MORE LAND REQUIRED 


In summary form, Mr. Hernon’s 
answers to these questions were that 
he expected, and would do everything 
possible to secure, further increases in 
allotment activities; that surveys of 

ssible sites were now being made, 

ut that he could not yet see any hope 
of reducing transport difficulties. Some 
additional land might be allocated on 
St. Anne’s Estate on which to extend 
the 5O0-acre scheme so successfully 
organised this year by the Clontarf 
Parish Council. But, he said, we 
shall try to secure the most extensive 
possible areas, for the reason that it 
is much easier to supervise and to pro- 
vide storage and other facilities for 500 
than for 50 plotholders. 

Here the writer threw out a sugges- 
tion. At Rotterdam, or some other 
shipping centre in Holland, a housing 
colony for quay labourers had been 
developed, together with some hundreds 
of convenient allotments. Situated some 
miles away from the port, it had a 
central clubroom with telephone con- 
nected to the shipping centre. Thirty 
men were wanted at once to discharge 
a cargo. A ’phone call was received te 
say that a 'bus was on its way to take 
them to work. Selected on the basis 
of a pre-arranged rota, they were ready 
when the ’bus arrived, and during their 
absence their neighbours,.in accordance 
with an agreed plan, took care of their 
allotments. Could some such scheme 
Would it 
not go very far to put an end to the 
demand for block-tenements miles away 
from food-growing opportunities ” 


FOOD PRODUCTION AND 
RECREATION 


Yes, Mr. Hernon agreed, some such 
plan might well be considered—but 
obviously not as a means to meet the 
present emergency demands. Any 
scheme which might help to maintain 
and extend the present interest in 
allotment industry should be en- 
couraged, not only for its food- 
producing values, but as an invaluable 
source of healthy recreation. 

At that point the Manager's atten- 
tion was called to an appointment to 
discuss ‘‘emergency kitchen” prob- 
lems, and the writer took his depar- 
ture to ponder crowding thoughts of 
what soon might happen to bring the 
allotment, the cottage and the cooked 
food centre into some new kind of 
partnership. Anything might come 
out of the present melting pot!

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PROPAGANDA 


MR. DALTON ON THE 
NEW ORDER 


Mr. Hugh Dalton, M.P., British 
Minister of Economic Warfare, speak- 
ing at Peterborough, Northants, 
gear; said that the aims of 

ritish propaganda were ‘‘to sustain 
the moral of all who to-day dwelt 
unwillingly under the hideous shadow 
of the Swastika.”’ 

Mr. Dalton, with the Foreign Secre- 
tary and the Minister of Information, 
has been made responsible by Mr. 
Churchill for British propaganda to 
Axis and Axis-occupied territories. 

Addressing a National Council of 
Labour demonstration, Mr. Dalton 
said that tw all these people Britain 
declared : “ We mean to rid your = 
of the invader. The war aim o 
the British Labour movement, and 
of the whole British people, was total 
victory over Hitlerite Germany. In 
Europe they had many allies. 

Their peace aims, he said, were ve 
different both from what Hitler plann 
and from what they knew before the 
war. The main lines of their new 
order were laid down in that great 
weapon of their propaganda, the At- 
lantic Charter. 

“On the economic side,” he added, 
“our ce aim is organised plenty, 
nation-wide and world-wide, with ac- 
cess for all, on equal terms, to neces- 
sary raw materials. All must have 
social security and be assured of free- 
dom both from want and fear. . In 
our new order there must be no more 
mass unemployment, no more mass 
poverty. ience and planning must 
me” improved labour standards in 
all lands. 

“But there must also be organised 
force, and sufficient force, in the right 
hands to prevent a repetition of what 
we are going through now. Ger- 
mans and their associates ín aggre’ 
sion must be deprived, not of the hope 
to live peaceable, happy and indus- 
trious lives, but of the power to 
quench this hope in all their neigh- 
bours, as they have twice quen 
it in our day and generation.”’ 

. We must do our utmost, said Mr, 
Dalton, each according to his capacity, 
to strengthen Russian resistance.
